From this original committee, Prof. Marsden tendered his resignation 
on the grovnds that de to conflicting interests, his judgment wovld be 
impaired. 


A letter dated January 20th, 1969 was then sent by the Black 
stvdents to the idwinistration suggesting that Professors Bayne, Davis, 
and adamson be replaced by Leo Bertley, Margaret St. Jour and with 
retention of Prof. Menon of the original coirittee. This sucgestion 
by the Block stvdents was prom ted by the fact. that having met with 
Bayne, Davis and Adamson in the interim, thet they, the Black students 
became convinced that these nenbers (Bayne, Davis and sdamson) were 
"inespable of Jvdsing the case invartially". o bseq ently, Davis and 
Bayne resigned from the original committee. 

to the proposal that Bayne, Davis and ‘danson be revlaced by 
Bertley, St.Joir and the retention of Menon, no reply hss been rece- 
ived -p to today. Instead,the Black st:dents received comr nication 
dated Jan ary 23th 1969, from Prof sdanson and Signed on behalf of 
Messrs. Knelman, Mac Donald, Marsden and Menon whe now constit. te 
a hearing committee. The compcsition of this hearing committee has

In the light of these s bnissions, and more importantly, that ef 
Justice be meted o: t to all concerned, we the Black st: dents reject 
today's hearing on the groinds that it is an arbitrary inposition on 
the will of the st dents, and f rther constit tes a breach of faith 
inconsistent with proper administration of j stice, and unbecoming 

of s-ch an establish.*2 ° instit tion of higher learning.

(3) That the administration arrange a meeting of thenselves,Frof.

and the time of s ch a hearing. 


(4) *hat any sich neeting with the ‘dministration be held in an atncs~ 
phere free of all threats of reprisals and other p nitive meas: res, 
j ridical, edvcational or otherwise.
